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High Street win 
for betting firm 


Council refusal overturned 


NEWMARKET’S 12th 
betting shop is set to 
open this year after a 
successful appeal to 
the Secretary of State. 

Forest Heath District 
Council rejected Paddy 
Power’s application to 
turn the premises at 96 
High Street into a 
betting shop in June, 
but the company 
successfully appealed 
against the decision and 
planning permission 
has been granted. 

Paddy Power is likely to 
open for business at the site 
of the former d2 store at the 
start of December. 

It was ruled that while the 
change of use will mean a one 
per cent increase to 33 per 
cent of primary shopping 
frontage in non-retail use - 
this is still shy of the 35 per 
cent maximum suggested in 
emerging policy.

Richard High, the inspector 
appointed by the Secretary of 
State, wrote: “With regard to 
the number of betting offices, 
the planning system should 
not seek to limit competition 
and it is for the market to 
decide how many outlets for a 
particular service a centre can 
support.” 

Forest Heath District 
Council has been ordered to 
pay Paddy Power the full cost 
of the appeal because the 
inspector found “unreason¬ 
able behaviour resulting in 
unnecessary expense” had 
been shown. 

The inspector found the 
council had refused the 
bookmakers planning 
permission because the 
development would mean 
“an excessive proportion of 
non-retail uses” in a part of 
the town, whereas the 
inspector argued the policy

Channel swim: part of John Creek’s training is swimming a mile every morning. 


A GUTSY swimmer hopes to fulfil his lifelong 
ambition of crossing the English Channel 
next year. 

John Creek, who works in Newmarket, 
has been swimming in open water lakes for 
several months to prepare for the 19.6-mile 
challenge from Dover to Calais. 

The fire and safety manager, of 
Wordsworth Avenue, St Neots, will swim 
front crawl wearing only goggles, trunks and 
a swimming cap when he sets off between 
August 8 and 16. 

He must make the attempt during this 
period to coincide with a suitable tide and 
good weather conditions. 

Only one out of six people who attempt 
the feat make it across, but John says he is 
“confident of success”. 


The 44-year-old said: “Ever since I made 
the decision to swim the Channel early this 
year, I have been training hard. 

“I swim about a mile first thing every 
morning as well as other training sessions 
on top of that. I have also been doing 
swimming in Histon Lake with a triathlon 
group. 

“This is something I’ve always wanted to 
do and after putting it off for a long time I 
thought that now I’m in my 40s I should 
really do it before it's too late. 

“I have set myself four goals for the 
challenge. To finish it, to swim it under 20 
hours, 15 hours and 12 hours. Hopefully I 
can make number four. 

“It's about 19.6 miles across but the route 
works in an ‘s’ shape so it's more like 25 or 


26 miles.” 

John is now looking to raise money for a 
charitable cause in the St Neots area. 

All Channel crossing competitors must be 
registered with the Channel Swimming 
Association and be accompanied by a safety 
boat. 

Captain Matthew Webb became the first 
person to achieve the feat back in 1875 
- making it across in under 22 hours. 

Since then 866 people have 
completed the challenge, 
including Little Britain star David 
Walliams who in 2006 became 
the 731st person to swim from 
England to France.

Tributes 
paid to 
racing 
stalwart 


TRIBUTES have been paid to 
former Newmarket trainer 
Michael Jarvis, who died on 
Tuesday at the age of 73. 

Mr Jarvis, pictured, had suffered 
from ill health in recent years, 
undergoing heart surgery and 
having treatment for prostate 
cancer. 

He leaves a widow, Gay, and three 
daughters, Sarah, Lisa and Jackie. 

The son of a former National 
Hunt jockey, Mr Jarvis turned his 
hand to training having ridden three 
winners himself. 

He became head lad to Towser 
Gosden (John Gosden’s father) in 
Lewes and stayed for another two 
years when Gordon Smyth took over 
after Gosden’s retirement. 

In 1968 Jarvis set out on his own 
as a salaried trainer to David 
Robinson at Carlburg Stables in 
Newmarket, moving to Clarehaven 
Stables seven years later and a year 
later on to Pegasus Stables. But it 
was at Kremlin House where he 
enjoyed his greatest successes. 

Carroll House won the Irish 
Champion Stakes and Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe in 1989, Eswarah won 
the Epsom Oaks in 2005, Ameerat 
landed the 1000 Guineas in 2001, 
Holding Court won the French 
Derby in 2000 and the brilliant Rakti 
claimed a host of big races between 
2002 and 2005, including the 
Champion Stakes, Prince Of Wales’s 
Stakes, Queen Elizabeth II Stakes 
and the Lockinge. 

However, last season when illness 
took hold, he handed over the reins 
at Kremlin House to his assistant 
Roger Varian, who described him as 
a “wonderful man” as well as a 
“great trainer”. 

Mr Varian said: “It’s a terribly sad 
day. His achievements and racing 
exploits go without saying, but first 
and foremost he was a wonderful 
man, a true gentleman and, I 
imagine, a great husband, a great 
father and a good friend to many. 

“He happened to be a great 
racehorse trainer as well, but first 



and foremost he was just a 
wonderful man.” 


Jockey Philip Robinson, who was 
employed by Mr Jarvis for a hugely 
successful spell, said: “It’s really 
heartbreaking. I was trying to get to 
see him at the weekend, but I was 
informed by Gay that he was in a 
bad way. 

“All you can say is that he was a 
very, very nice man. In all the years 
I’ve had anything to do with him I’ve 
never known anybody say a bad 
word about him. That, for me, sums 
it up.” 

Mick Kinane rode Carroll House 
to his big victories and credited the 
horse and trainer with launching 
him on the world stage. He said: “He 
was a thorough gentleman and such 
a lovely man. It’s so unfortunate that 
he didn’t get to enjoy his 
retirement.” 

Veteran Newmarket trainer Clive 
Brittain, who now runs the Carlburg 
Stables where Jarvis began his 
training career, said: “He was one of 
life’s special people. 

“I’ve known him for many years 
and we were always pleased for each 
other when things went right and 
sorry when things went the wrong 
way. He’ll be sadly missed because 
he was so loyal to everybody.” 


Last leg for planning appeal 


LORD Derby’s appeal against the 
refusal of planning permission to 
develop land in north-east 
Newmarket has resumed for its final 
week. 

The Earl of Derby has taken his 
fight to overturn the refusal by 
Forest Heath District Council of 
plans to build up to 1,200 homes 
and other facilities on his land at 


Hatchfield Farm to a planning 
inquiry, where he is being opposed 
by Save Historic Newmarket, Forest 
Heath District Council and 
Tattersalls group. 

Three weeks of the inquiry took 
place in July. It resumed on Tuesday 
and will end tomorrow after dealing 
with issues including the discovery 
of badgers on the site.

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Silks inspire 
crest quest 

Resident artist sets herself a challenge 


A NEWMARKET artist 
hopes her creations 
inspired by racing silks 
could be taken up as a 
modern-day crest for 
Newmarket. 

Paula Wilson, based in 
Newmarket, has created a series 
of four designs, one depicting 
jockeys in racing silks, and the 
others less obviously showing 
the colours of silks associated 
with Newmarket. 

The designs have been 
transferred onto mugs and cards 
for sale in the National Horse¬ 
racing Museum, where she has 
been based as a resident artist 
on Thursdays for the last few 
weeks. 

She said heraldic designs had 
conferred identity in the past 
and she hopes to create 
something similar for New¬ 
market, as well as creating 
visually pleasing designs. 

She said: “The whole thing has 
been designed as a heraldic type 
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of design. I’m trying to get the 
people of Newmarket to have an 
identity they can all appreciate.” 

Mrs Wilson created the 
designs after setting herself a 
task when her son, George, now 
17, fell ill, and was encouraged 
by Janet Anderson, a neighbour 
who works for Pegasus Stables. 

Mrs Wilson said: “I’m an art 
teacher and an artist in my spare 
time, and my son became ill just 
over four years ago with ME 
chronic fatigue syndrome. I have 
been at home having to look 
after him, as he has been terribly 
ill, and I had to find something 
to do.” 

She decided to give herself a 
project like she would for a class 
of students and set about 
getting to know the area she had 
only recently moved into. She 
came across the racing silks and 
the idea grew from there. 


She said: “I started trying to 
put them together in a visual 
way, which was a long chall¬ 
enge. I had been doing it for two 
years by the time the com¬ 
petition came up for Lex¬ 
ington.” 

Mrs Wilson won the oppor¬ 
tunity to fly to Lexington, 
Newmarket’s twin city in 
Kentucky, to paint a horse with 
her design. 

Following the trip, she was 
approached by Marion Green of 
the Newmarket Retailers Asso¬ 
ciation, who invited her to pitch 
her ideas for products to 
promote the town to the Strictly 
Come Newmarket panel, and 
she was awarded prizes 
including business and 
financial advice. 

She said the meeting with Mrs 
Green had convinced her to 
take the designs more seriously 
and she got to work developing 
the products.

“It has been a long and arduous 
road getting to where we are today 
and we should recognise the 
perseverance and dedication of 


town councillors and officers both 
past and present who have worked 
tirelessly in achieving this positive 
outcome for the town. 

“The main focus when starting 
out on the project was to create a 
modern and welcoming 
community facility with improved 
accessibility for our residents. This 


has been achieved with the 
addition of a new two-storey 
extension which includes new 
toilet facilities, kitchen, bar area, 
passenger lift and meeting rooms.” 

He hoped the extension of the 
council chamber and the relocation 
of the staff offices to the ground 
floor would encourage more people 
to come to council meetings. 

Speaking after the opening, Cllr 
Chris Turner, chairman of the 
committee said: “I’m absolutely 
delighted that town councillors, 
council staff, project team and 
builders have worked so hard to 
create such a beautifully 
refurbished memorial hall, 
especially after Forest Heath 
refused us any financial support.” 

He said it was “absolutely 
brilliant” they had completed the 
refurbishment £100,000 under 
budget. He said staff had suffered 
after moving in before the hall was 
as ready as had been hoped, but 
added August is a usually a quieter 
time for council business and 
everything had come together.

should have been applied to Newmarket 
as a whole and if it had been, Forest 
Heath would have granted permission 
and no appeal would have been 
necessary. 

Marion Green, of the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association, said it was a 
“smack in the face for the town”, but 
said they will work to make the town the 
best regardless of the decision. 

She said: “Newmarket is bigger than 


Paddy Power. We will be good losers, we 
will rise above it but it just goes to show 
that democracy does not work in this 
country because the people didn’t want 
it and the town council didn’t want it 
and the district council didn’t want it, 
but we have had it inflicted on us by 
someone who knows nothing about this 
town.” 

But Darren Haines, a spokesman for 
Paddy Power, said the arrival of the 
betting shop would bring five or six full 


and part-time jobs to the town and fill 
one of the town’s empty shops. 

He said: “No-one wants empty outlets 
on a street - it’s the worst thing of all for 
how a street looks when outlets are 
closed down and boarded up.” 

He said customers would receive a 
better service because of the 
competition represented by Paddy 
Power and it could be the case that 
rivals offering a worse service would be 
competed out of business in time. 


CCTV appeal after two hurt in crash on A14 



A DRIVER failed to stop after two people were 
seriously injured in an accident on the A14.

Sir Charles Rose, who won a by- 
election in 1903; Mr George Henry 
Verrall, who won in fanuary, 1910; 
Sir Charles Rose, who won again in 
December, 1910; andMrfohn 
Denison-Pender (later Lord 
Pender), who won a by-election in 
1913. The seat was done away with 
in 1918. 

Mr Verrall, who lived at Sussex 
Lodge, Fordham Road, Newmarket, 
was the last Newmarket MP to live 
in Newmarket. He died there in 
1911. 

To add a personal note, at the 2010 
General Election (when I was the 
independent candidate in South 
East Cambridgeshire), I found it 
irritating having to travel through 
parts of what was then ‘West 
Suffolk’ to get to the parts of 
Newmarket that are in 
Cambridgeshire and on to the 
lovely Cambridgeshire villages 
surrounding Newmarket.

Sir, as you may or may not be aware, 
the top level of the Guineas car park 
is now under the control of the 
Newmarket Retailers Association on 
a permit-only basis, available to 
town centre workers.

Broadband boost - 
but not in Burwell 


WITHIN days of Mildenhall 
qualifying for super-fast 
broadband, it has been 
revealed a Burwell street has 
the 50th slowest broadband 
speed in the whole of the UK. 

BT has announced Mildenhall 
will be among just 12 exchanges in 
the county to benefit from the 
company’s £2.5bn super-fast 
broadband programme. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, said: “This is fantastic news 
for Mildenhall. Super-fast broad¬ 
band will now be available from 
next year to nearly 5,000 homes and 
businesses in and around 
Mildenhall. This will help unlock

potential for prosperity and make 
life much easier for businesses and 
homes alike. 

“I have been campaigning for 
better broadband access across 
Suffolk with fellow MPs, and this is 
an important step forward for 
Mildenhall.” 

But less than a week after the 
market town received the good 
news, research carried out by 
uSwitch.com in the six months to 
August has identified the 50 streets 
with the slowest broadband speed - 
two of which are within the vicinity 
of Newmarket. 


The figures, which were based on 
more than 1.5 million speed tests 
through the website, revealed 
residents of Bloomsfield, Burwell, 
have to put up with the 50th slowest 
broadband speed in the UK, with a 
download speed of just 0.454 
megabits per second. 

Those living in North Road, 
Lakenheath, saw their street in 48th 
place, with an even slower speed of 
0.445 megabits a second. 

However, Pat Kilbey, chairman of 
Burwell Parish Council, said she was 
not aware of the broadband speed 
being a particular problem in the 
village and said the internet of some 
in Burwell is provided by fibre optic 
cable which means they are not in 


the equation. She said: “So far, I 
have not heard anybody comment 
about it at all - I have never had 
complaints about it.” 

However, the Government 
announced last Wednesday it has 
awarded Suffolk £11.68 million to 
roll out its Suffolk Local Broadband 
Plan to bring super-fast broadband 
to rural parts of the county starting 
next year. 

Speaking about the Government’s 
announcement, Mr Hancock said: 
“This will finally make super-fast 
broadband a reality for rural parts 
of Suffolk, where businesses and 
families have long been frustrated 
at the slowness of their 
connection." 


Survey aims to 
improve street 

LITTER, street grime and bins were among 
the issues highlighted during an 8am walk 
along Newmarket High Street. 

Groups of three from the town council’s 
High Street Regeneration Committee were 
tasked with carrying out a survey detailing 
their impressions of the town at different 
times of day before the next meeting 
tomorrow. 

The committee aims to create a 
document which would give direction to 
the council’s efforts to rejuvenate the High 
Street. 

One of the groups, which was made up of 
Andy Yallop, the chairman of the 
Newmarket Retailers’ Association, and 
Simon Batey, strategic tourism 
development officer at Forest Heath District 
Council, and the Weekly News, took to the 
streets last Friday morning. 

Cable ties and the remnants of posters 
wound around lampposts, litter, including 
cigarette ends, as well as mismatched and 
aging bins and benches were highlighted by 
the group. 

Mr Batey said: “We said the town is on a 
busy road and of course a lot of that street 
grime attaches itself to buildings; 
unfortunately it detracts from the 
buildings.” 

Another issue raised was the effect on the 
view down the high street of shop signs - 
but the overall impression was of a town 
was a positive one. 

Mr Yallop said: “We have picked a lot of 
positives out about why Newmarket is a 
lovely place. We don’t want to be negative all 
the time but we do want to improve it.” 

He said the committee was a good 
example of people getting together with 
different views. 

He added: “It’s a positive and a negative 
that the High Street is so nearly there in 
some aspects. It’s just making sure we look 
at the bin issue, at the seating issue, keeping 
the main street tidy and clean.” 

Mr Batey said: “The thing is to make the 
best use of what we have got and attract the 
public and retailers.”

Just Champion

It’s 30 years since 
Bob Champion 
conquered cancer and 
went on to win the 
world’s most famous 
steeplechase. And, 
earlier this year, 
history almost 
repeated itself as he 
prepared for another 
trip to Aintree. The 
former jockey tells his 
incredible story to 
ALICE RYAN. 


B OB Champion 
answers the door 
with a big smile 
and a firm handshake. 
He’s looking especially 
smart - suit, crisp shirt, 
pink tie - in readiness for 
racing this afternoon: as 
is often the case, he’s off 
to Newmarket to 
entertain a group of 
race-goers. 

“I’ve got to give a bit of a 
talk,” explains the former 
jockey, leading the way into the 
kitchen and flicking on the 
kettle for coffee. “It’s funny: 
even after all these years, I 
don’t mind telling the story It’s 
a great memory to relive. And, 
let’s face it, things could so 
easily have gone the other 
way...” 

It’s 30 years since Bob made 
sporting history In 1981 - 
having battled back from 
advanced testicular cancer, 
which many thought would kill 
him - he won the Grand 
National on Aldaniti, a horse so 
blighted by injury that he too 
had brushed with death. 
Immortalised in Champions, 
the 1984 film starring fohn 
Hurt, the iconic tale of triumph 
over adversity is known the 
world over. 

To mark the 30th 
anniversary of his National 
win, Bob had pledged to ride 
again at Aintree this year. As if 
history was repeating itself, the 
63-year-old nearly didn’t live to 
see the day. 

“I had a heart attack a few 
weeks before the National,” 
explains Bob, ever matter-of- 
fact. “I knew straight away. It 
was the middle of the night 
and I said to feanette, my 
partner, that I had a terrible 
pain. She felt my head and it 
was all clammy Next thing the 
ambulance was there, thank 
God. Otherwise I might not be 
here.” 

Bob, who lives in Cheveley, 
ended up having emergency 


surgery and spending the best 
part of a week in hospital. But 
he was determined to make it 
to the National, on a stretcher 
if need be. 

“When I was discharged, the 
consultant said T don’t want 
you getting on a bike for two 
months’. It was three weeks 
before the National by then. 
When the day came, I dosed 
myself with painkillers and got 
on the horse. I can’t say it 
wasn’t painful - the bruising 
was horrendous - but I 
wouldn’t have missed it. 

“I went back for a check-up 
and the consultant said T 
thought I told you not to get on 
a bike for two months?’... I 
replied ‘Yes, but you said 
nothing about getting on a 
horse’.” 

Along with fellow veteran 
jockey fonjo O’Neill, Bob led 
out the runners and riders for 
the inaugural Bob Champion 
Aintree Legends Charity Race. 
Marking the anniversary of his 
National win, the race was held 
in aid of the Bob Champion 
Cancer Trust, which has raised 
an incredible £12 million for 
research into male cancers 
since the 1980s. 

“When I was diagnosed with 
testicular cancer in 1979,1 was 
given a 35 to 40 per cent 
chance of survival,” says Bob. 
“Now, as long as it’s caught 
early, there’s a survival rate of 
95 per cent. That’s amazing. 

“Now we’re turning our 
attention to prostate cancer. 
For every £30 spent on breast 
cancer - don’t get me wrong: 
that money should be spent, 


and a lot more besides - only 
£1 is spent on prostate. Yet 
prostate has become the most 
common cancer of all in men, 
overtaking lung cancer.” 

Bob was diagnosed aged just 
31. A successful jump jockey 
with a long string of winners to 
his name, he was at the peak of 
both his career and physical 
fitness. 

Plucking up the courage to 
call the doctor, Bob was 
immediately referred to the 
Royal Marsden in London. Two 
operations later, he was told 
the bad news: he had cancer, it 
had spread and, without 
treatment, he had a mere eight 
months to live. 

Prescribed ‘a real cocktail’ of 
drugs, Bob began an eight- 
month slog of chemo. 
Describing himself as ‘stocky’, 
the jockey had always battled 
to maintain his riding weight of 
lOst 8oz; after the chemo, he 
weighed in at just 8st 7oz. 

“My God, I was sick 24 hours 
a day,” says Bob, pulling a face. 
“The chemo in those days was 
pretty barbaric. At one point, I 
nearly gave up. Then I went for 
a walk around a kids’ ward. I 
saw all these children who 
were just getting on with the 
chemo, not making a fuss. And 
then I thought I’d better get on 
with it too.” 

Bob credits trainer losh 
Gifford with giving him hope. 
“He came to see me in 
hospital, when things were at 
their absolute worst, and told 
me my job would be waiting 
for me when I got better. He’s 
since told me, in his heart, he

didn’t think I was going to 
make it. But hearing that gave 
me hope.” 

All Bob’s hard work soon 
began to pay off. fust six 
months after completing 
chemo, he rode in his first race. 
In Champion style, he won. 

And Bob’s luck held: over 
Christmas 1980, he rode nine 
races - and had seven wins, 
two second places. “It wasn’t 
quite a Frankie,” laughs Bob. “I 
had seven winners over three 
days; I think it must have been 
a personal best.” 

With his success - both on 
the racecourse and the cancer 
ward - came increasing media 
attention, and Bob was already 
working on his autobiography, 
assisted by his friend, racing 
journalist fonathan Powell, 
when he rode to victory in the 
National, “fonathan said he 
couldn’t believe how confident 
I was,” laughs Bob. “I really 
thought it was just a formality 
I’d ridden Aldaniti six weeks 
before at Ascot and he was so 
impressive, he never came off 
the bridle. I just knew he could 
do it.” 

Crossing the line was, says 
Bob, almost surreal. “It was 
such a moment. It’s hard to 
explain: it’s like your life isn’t 
your own for a second or two.” 

Winning the race turned 
Bob, who was subsequently 
made an MBE, into an 
international celebrity. With 
first the book and then the film 
version of his life, he flew all 
over the world to attend 
signings and premieres. “I did 
103 long-haul flights in one 
year. I never knew what time 
zone I was in.” 

Not long after the film 
premiered, Bob retired. 
Keeping his weight down had 
become an all-consuming 
concern: “I was spending 25 
hours a week every week in the 
sauna,” he admits. “The 
treatment had changed my 
metabolism, I think.” 

These days, he devotes most 
of his time to work for his 
charity, the Bob Champion 
Cancer Trust. 

“I’ve got no plans to retire,” 
he says. “I can’t think of 
anything worse. I’ve got to keep 
raising money, keep flying the 
flag for the Trust. My aim is for a 
total cure to be found - and I 
really do believe it will happen 
one day.”

Charity foots bill 
for vandal attack

A BICYCLE was hurled through 
the window of a charity shop 
causing more than £1,000 
damage - which the 
organisation will have to pay for. 

The broken purple mountain bike was 
smashed through the glass of the Crack 
On! charity shop in All Saints Road late 
on Saturday or early the next morning. 

Mark Byford, co-founder of the 
charity, said: “The next-door neighbours 
heard it - they thought the bottle bank 
had been tipped over in the car park. He 
said the house shook.” 

Crack On!, which encourages young 
people to volunteer and helps them 
increase their self-confidence and 
pursue their ambitions, had to pay £250 
just to have the smashed window 
covered over and the new window will 
cost £700, in addition to VAT. 

Following the damage, Crack On! 
discovered its insurance only covers the 
building itself, while the glass comes 
under the category of fittings and 
fixtures, so the money will have to be 
drawn from the charity’s own funds. 

The £1,090 it will cost would have 
paid for a year’s worth of quarterly 
coaching seminars for up to 100 young 
people a time, but he added it will not 
stop the charity from holding the 
events.

He said: “When you are looking at 
what we are trying to achieve from the 
charity’s point of view, it diminishes 
what we can do with the money coming 
in when we have got £1,000 coming out 
probably just because somebody had 
too much beer on a Saturday night.” 

But Mr Byford said they had to make 
the best of a bad situation - the Crack 
On! team are getting the bike repaired 
and plan to auction it off on Facebook 
auction to raise money for the new 
window. 

He added they had also put pictures 
of the damage up on Facebook and had 
as a result sold a dressing table visible 
inside the shop. 


One man even came into the charity 
shop and gave the team a £50 donation 
towards the new window after hearing 
about the damage. 

lane Pattison, finance manager for the 
charity, said: “The local people’s 
reaction has been superb in their 
support of what we are trying to do.” 

A police spokeswoman confirmed 
that a window was smashed at a shop in 
All Saints Road between 12.15am and 
12.30am on Sunday.

K AIDEN Davey is 
a very happy 
little boy Sitting 
on the sofa, clapping 
his hands and waving 
his feet, he’s all smiles 
and giggles. His good 
humour is contagious: 
when he laughs, you 
can’t help but laugh 
with him. 

“When he’s well, he’s like 
this all the time: constantly 
smiling and laughing to 
himself,” says Lina, Kaiden’s 
mum. “People often ask if I 
feel angry about having a 
disabled son, but I don’t. In 
fact, I feel blessed. 

“The way we see it, 

Kaiden is special. Yes, he has 
a strangeness about him, 
but I think that’s quite lovely. 
And he’s such a loving child. 

“You know he’s had a nice 
day if, when we collect him, 
he takes your face in his 
hands and sort of squeezes 
your cheeks. I think it’s his 
way of saying ‘Thank 
you’...” 

At seven years old, Kaiden 
can’t walk or talk. He’s still in 
nappies and needs help to 
eat and drink. And he has 
complex health problems: 
diagnosed with severe 
epilepsy and registering on 
the autistic spectrum, 
doctors believe he has an 
incredibly rare condition - 
so rare, they have yet to 
pinpoint it. 

“At his worst, he was 
having a major seizure every 


half an hour,” explains dad 
Kevin. “He’d vomit violently 
every time, so we’d just get 
cleaned up and he’d go into 
another seizure. “Seeing his 
little body go through all 
that - he goes completely 
blue and convulses - is hard 
to describe... 

“There was a time when 
we thought Kaiden would 
never be able to do anything 
other than lie on his back. 
But he now makes a lot 
more eye contact, he can sit 
up, he can shuffle around on 
his bum, he can make 
noises to let you know when 
he wants something. 

“He’s come a long way 
and we’re really proud of 
him.” 

Kaiden’s health problems 
date right back to his birth, 
at five weeks premature, in 
January, 2004. 

Lina, who has two grown¬ 
up children - Stacey, 23, and 
Louis, 21 - from a previous 
relationship, explains that 
Kaiden was a much-wanted 
baby 

“Kevin and I got together 
when Louis was about 2V4. 
We really wanted to have a 
child together and I had 
several miscarriages before 
Kaiden, so when he arrived 
he was extra-special, in a 
way. Having had two babies 
before, I did notice that 
Kaiden moved oddly inside 
me; that something was 
different, but I couldn’t quite 
put my finger on it.” 

The Daveys, who live in 
Fulbourn, were on a 
shopping trip to Ikea when 


Lina’s waters broke. Rushed 
into hospital, doctors 
managed to stave off full 
labour for three days - but 
then Kaiden arrived five 
weeks premature, weighing 
in at 51b 6oz. 

Mum and baby spent the 
next 10 days in special care. 
Although medics reassured 
Lina that, despite his being 
prem, all was well with 
Kaiden, she remembers 
feeling very anxious. 

“I tried to feed him and he 
just wouldn’t latch on. 
Instead he’d make this 
yapping noise and shake his 
head, like he was angry 

“I’d look around the ward 
and see babies born earlier 
than him making better 
progress. Eventually I broke 
down and cried. 

“A nurse came to sit with 
me and said the problems 
were most likely down to 
him being premature. I’d 
never had a prem baby 
before, so I didn’t know what 
to expect.” 

For the first two weeks 
after being sent home, 
Kaiden did nothing but 
sleep. But then he started 
screaming: he would 
literally yell round the clock, 
all through the night. 

“No, we had no sleep,” 
admits Lina, 40, with a wry 
smile. “But we haven’t had 
much sleep ever since, to be 
honest. You just learn to 
cope.” 

Having not had a fit for a 
week or so, Kaiden had a 
cluster of seizures which 
were ongoing for two days

inbetween moments of 
raging behaviour and self 
harming. After five big ones 
in a row he went into 
Addenbrooke’s and had to 
be sedated. 

“Knowing the nurses 
were there, and that he was 
under sedation, I actually 
managed to sleep for a full 
eight hours -1 totally 
relaxed.” 

Kaiden’s development 
during his first year was 
very slow. “Every time we 
raised a concern, it was put 
down to him being 
premature,” remembers 
Kevin. “But when he had 
his eight-month check we 
said we wanted to be 
referred.” 

Given an appointment at 
the Child Development 
Centre, Kaiden never made 
it - because two weeks 
before the assessment, he 
had his first major epileptic 
seizure. 

“We’d been out for the 
day,” remembers Lina. “At 
that stage, he was totally 
silent most of the time: he 
liked to lie on his play mat 
and look up at this 
chandelier we had, 
flapping his arms and legs. I 
put him down on the floor 
and he started making this 
noise. My first thought was 
‘Oh good!’ - then I turned 
round and saw him. He was 
having a full seizure; he was 
completely blue.” 

Blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke’s, doctors ran 
some tests and then 
allowed Kaiden home. But 
he had a second fit the next 
day, then a third the day 
after that. Subsequently 
admitted to hospital, 
Kaiden had a barrage of 
tests, including a painful 
lumbar puncture. Although 
epilepsy was swiftly 
diagnosed, the cause could 
not be established. 

Discharged after two 
weeks, Kaiden was 
prescribed anti-seizure 
medication. 

“Unfortunately it didn’t 
make any difference: it got 
to the point where he was 
racking up 50 major 
seizures a day,” says Kevin. 
“Then he went on to 
stronger medication, which 
helped with the big seizures 
- but he was having 
hundreds of little ones, 
including absences where 
he just goes blank.” 

Kaiden also has serious 


issues with his digestion. 
Possibly connected to his 
epilepsy, he suffers with 
constipation so severe it 
once blocked his entire 
system - so faeces started 
backing up and coming out 
of his gastronomy tube. 

“He used to hate being 
touched, even having his 
hands held or putting his 
feet on the floor. And he’d 
lie sort of crumpled up. 
What we didn’t realise was 
that his system was totally 
blocked up,” Lina explains. 

“He was given an adult 
enema and the poo was 
pouring out of him for two 
and a half hours.” 

“Sometimes he’ll 
suddenly go in the night 
and we get up to find him 
and his bed covered in it,” 
adds Kevin, 37. “He’s on all 
kinds of laxative 
medication, but the 
consultant says he’s the 
most constipated boy he’s 
ever seen.” 

Even now, Kaiden only 
sleeps for about two or 
three hours a night. He is 
very wakeful and active all 
night long and, prone to 
banging his head, has to 
sleep in a specially-made 
cot bed, padded on every 
side. 

But, despite all his trials, 
there are many sources of 
happiness in Kaiden’s life - 
not least going to school. A 
pupil at Granta, the school 
for children with special 
needs in Linton, he has 
loved it from day one. 

“The way the staff talk 
about him is so lovely. He’s 
an affectionate boy and he’s 
always cuddling the 
teaching assistants,” adds 
Lina. 

Kaiden also enjoys being 
out and about in the fresh 
air. Thanks to staff at 
Thriplow-based 
agricultural company KWS 
- who heard about Kaiden 
through a family friend - 
the Daveys now have a 
specially adapted bike: 
fitted with a state-of-the-art 
ChildPod at the front, it 
means Kaiden can now 
enjoy going for a bike ride. 

KWS raised some £2,000 
to fund the bike, by 
running a bake sale and a 
sponsored tractor pull 
during the Open Larm 
Sunday celebrations at 
Russell Smith Larms in 
Duxford this summer. 

“It’s brilliant,” says Kevin,

“and we are so grateful to 
everyone who helped raise 
the money To see Kaiden’s 
smile when he can feel the 
wind on his face is lovely” 

The Daveys admit that 
there have been some low 
moments. “You get some 
funny reactions from 
people,” admits Lina. 

“Once an old man came up 
to me in the supermarket 
and said ‘What’s WRONG 
with your son?’. I opened 
my mouth to reply - we 
don’t mind people asking 
about Kaiden: we’re not 
embarrassed by him, we’re 
actually quite proud - and 
he walked off. I followed 
him and said ‘Excuse me, 
but you asked a question - 
aren’t you at least going to 
listen to the answer?’ And 
he was really rude to me. 

“At the other end of the 
spectrum, you get the 
lovely people. Another 
elderly gentleman stopped 
me in Tesco and said ‘I 
hope you don’t mind me 
talking to you -1 often see 
you in here with your son 
and I just wanted to say I 
think you’re a lovely mum’. I 
was very touched by that.” 

“I do try not to think 
about the future,” admits 
Kevin. “Generally we cope 
really well, but if I stop and 
think about what the future 
holds it does pull me down 
for a while. 

“When you leave your 
kids in the world you 
expect them to be grown 
up, looking after 
themselves, maybe having 
kids of their own. But we 
know we’re going to have to 
leave Kaiden in the hands 
of other people - that’s the 
worst thing.” 

Doctors still can’t get to 
the bottom of Kaiden’s 
condition. Samples of his 
DNA have been sent to 
geneticists in Paris, Zurich - 
the world over. But nobody 
can establish exactly what’s 
wrong. 

“We do get a little bit sad 
sometimes,” admits Lina. 
“And there are still days 
when I feel very tired. But I 
don’t let it get to me: there’s 
no point. I know it’s going 
to be like this for the rest of 
my life, so I’ve got to get on 
and deal with it. And when 
I see Kaiden as he is now- 
so happy he’s laughing out 
loud - it makes it all feel 
worthwhile.”

He said: “I can't pretend that 
difficult decisions won’t have to 
be made. But I want to ensure 
that the choices we make reflect 
not just my views, or those of 
other councillors, but the values 
of the people we are here to 
serve.”

TWO brothers go to war against each 
other in Gavin O’Connor’s brutal story 
of redemption and self-loathing. 
Bone-crunching skirmishes become a 
vibrant backdrop to the potential 
reconciliation of the estranged siblings, 
one battling for his country and the 
other for his family. 

Warrior puts these two male 
archetypes - the valiant soldier and the 
selfless father - in the fighting ring and 
witnesses the emotional fallout as the 
protagonists deal with their tortured 
pasts in the present day. 

Marine Tommy Conlon (Tom Hardy) 
arrives home unexpectedly after 14 
years of service, surprising his father 
Paddy (Nick Nolte), who has turned to 
religion to help him beat the bottle. 
Tommy asks his old man to train him 
for Sparta, a televised mixed martial 
arts fighting competition with the 
biggest purse in the sport’s history. 
Paddy agrees, desperate to rebuild 
bridges. 

However, the former marine isn’t 
interested in playing happy families and 
Tommy chooses to fight under his 
mother’s maiden name of Riordan to 
conceal the connection. 

Meanwhile, Paddy’s other son Brendan 


(Joel Edgerton) is struggling to make 
ends meet as a schoolteacher. The 
bank is threatening to take away his 
home so Brendan secretly fights in the 
backrooms of bars for money, keeping 
it a secret from his wife Tess (Jennifer 
Morrison). 

Once the school learns of Brendan’s 
extra-curricular activities the 
headmaster suspends him and the 
teacher’s entire future rests on winning 
Sparta, putting him on a collision 
course with his hulking sibling. 

Warrior talks tough and flexes its 
muscles impressively in the bruising 
fight sequences, but the script punches 
well below its class. 

Characterisation is featherweight and 
Hardy and Edgerton, who have both 
bulked up for the roles, aren’t given the 
material to deliver knockout 


performances. Nolte bares his soul in 
his few scenes and Morrison is 
similarly short-changed. 

There is a clear narrative bias towards 
one of the brothers, making the bone¬ 
crunching histrionics of the final bouts 
a foregone conclusion before anyone 
has stepped into the ring. 

Consequently, there is no dramatic 
tension and when screenwriters 
O’Connor, Anthony Tambakis and Cliff 
Dorfman do orchestrate one big reveal 
it turns out to be completely redundant, 
having no impact whatsoever on the 
fates of the central players. 

The second reveal provides 
unintentional hilarity when the media 
unearths the truth at a critical juncture. 
Running time is excessive - the four 
editors should have thrown in the towel 
at least 20 minutes earlier.

Growing for grown-ups

T V gardening guru Alan 

Titchmarsh is calling on all 
schools to get their grown¬ 
ups growing as part of a 
nationwide event organised by the 
Royal Horticultural Society, to be 
held across October. 

Get Your Grown-ups Growing forms 
part of the RHS’s Campaign for School 
Gardening, supported by Waitrose - a 
national initiative that encourages schools 
to create gardens, teach the skills of 
growing and in turn enable their pupils to 
leam outside the classroom. 

Each October schools are invited to 
hold a Grown-ups Growing event so they 
can involve their local community to help 
develop the school garden. Grandparents, 
parents, carers and friends are invited to 
help. 

Alan, leading supporter of the RHS 
campaign, explains: “It is no secret that 
school was never my favourite place and 
my interests lay outside the classroom, 
often in the allotment with my

grandfather. But today it’s a very different 
world. 

“The fact that schools have really 
cottoned on to the benefits of gardening 
with their pupils is fantastic news, 
especially for children who are looking 
for different ways to leam, like I was. 

“If we can encourage parents and the 
wider community to get involved with 
their school garden, then who knows, we 
might end up with a green revolution both 


at home and at school.” 

Activities suggested for event 
organisers include tool swaps, taste tests 
of produce grown in schools or 
alternatively locally-grown fruit and veg, 
a range of gardening classes and even a 
mini garden show. Schools with gardens 
can encourage adults in the community to 
help develop new areas such as a wildlife 
garden or help construct raised beds. A 
Get Your Grown-ups Growing event can 


Entering its third year, Get Your Grown¬ 
ups Growing has developed from a small 
pilot project based in Yorkshire to a 
national success involving 1,000 schools. 
Of the schools that held an event last year, 
74 per cent said it had increased their 
children’s interest in gardening, while 
more than half reported an increase in 
adult support and adult interest in 
gardening. Jacky Chave, RHS strategic 
schools manager, says: “Having a school 
garden is a fantastic asset for teachers and 
pupils as it provides a multitude of 
learning opportunities, but we know it can 
take a lot of hard work to maintain. 

“By involving parents and other local 
adults, through an event like Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing, we hope that school 
gardens will be looked after all year round 
and enthusiasm for gardening and 
growing will spread beyond the school 
gates and into children’s homes.” 

The RHS hopes to see 2,000 schools 
register for this year's Get Your Grown¬ 
ups Growing event, double last year’s 
figure. All registered schools will be 
entered into a free prize draw to win 
garden tools and materials. 

To register, schools must sign up to the 
RHS Campaign for School Gardening via 
www.rhs.org.uk/gygg and click on the Get 
Your Grown-ups Growing button on the 
home page. Schools which register will 
receive a free support pack including 
seeds, event ideas, information templates, 
stickers and more. Each school can 
choose any date in October to hold its 
event and organise activities to suit its 
requirements.
